Petitions 
Are Ready 


Del Wisenor, president of the 
Albany Homeowners & Taxpay- 
ers Association, has announced 
that copies of the Jarvis Fair 
Tax Amendment, known as the 
“one percent property tax limit” 
initiative petition, are now avail- 
able for circulation, 

The amendment would do four 
things, if passed: 1) Reduce an- 
nual property tax to 1% of true 
market value, plus bond obliga- 
tion pay-off; 2) Limit the power 
of Assessors to over-value prop- 
erty for tax purposes, change the 
burdens of proof of market value 
from owners to Assessors, and 
for the first time provide a “due 
process of law" for taxpayers; 3) 
Require legislature to finance 
basic education, kindergarten 
through 12th grade, from sources 
OTHER than property tax, guar- 
anteeing a tax-paid-for basic edu- 
eation for every California child, 
Junior Colleges and State Uni- 
versities may be financed from 
sources other than property tax; 
4) Tax ALL California property 
exactly alike, at 1% of market 
value, removing all exemptions, 
but providing that the legislature 
may exempt church property 
(used for religious services), 
properties used for health and 
educational services to the PUB- 
LIC and are operated to REDUCE 
the cost upon the government. 

According to the amendment, 
the only reason any property 
should not pay equal taxes is 
that it is used to perform a pub- 
lie service that the government 
would otherwise have to do at 
tax expense. 

According to information re- 
ceived by Wisenor, 800,000 signa- 
tures must be collected through- 
out the state before the Novem- 
ber 1 deadline.

Where's The Fire? 
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Suit Looms Over 
‘Fourth Campus’ 


The Fourth College Action 
Committee (FCAC), a citizen 
group representing a ‘‘whole 
spectrum—geographically and po- 
litically” of groups and individu- 
als, is considering a class-action 
law suit against the Peralta Com- 
munity Colleges Board of Trus- 
tees, 

The Committee is seeking the 
Board’s promise to deliver a 
fourth campus in the north Oak- 
land-Berkeley area, and plan to 
pressure the District into either 
refurbishing the decrepit Grove 
Street Campus (formerly Merritt 


Campus), or building a new, 
fourth campus. 
Although Berkeley - Albany - 


North Oakland residents voted 
four to one in favor of the 1965 
bond issue, which provided $2% 
million for construction of a 
fourth campus, Berkeley-Albany 
students are still forced to take 
a lengthy car or bus ride to at- 
tend any of the three district 
colleges situated south of Lake 
Merritt, and all operating at full 
capacity ... in spite of the Trus- 
tees’ repeated promises that a 
fourth campus will be con- 
structed.

that important factors underlying, 
heart attack start early in ‘life 
and preventive steps are called 
for at that time. 

Dr, Estrich, speaking for the 
local Heart group, has pointed 
out that the typical American 
diet, rich in animal (saturated) 
fats and cholesterol, is linked to 
the development of hardening of 
the arteries, the main cause of 
heart attack which now claims 
600,000 lives annually in the 
United States, 

To lower her family’s risk, the 
housewife can serve more meals 
-of fish, chicken, veal and turkey 
and less beef, lamb, pork and 
ham. She can replace whole milk 
with skim milk, and ‘hard cheese 
with cheese products made from 
skim milk or low-fat milk. She 
also can cut down on eggs, which 
are very high in cholesterol. 

Dr. Estrich said that instead of 
using butter for a spread, the 
housewife can serve the soft 
margarines that. are rich in poly- 
unsaturated fats, 

Similarly, rather than using 
lard and other solid cooking fats,

To round out her daily- selec-

The Heart association spokes- 
man pointed out that low-fat 
diets alone do not eliminate the 
risk of heart attack.

2. Give up cigarettes, 

3.Have your blood pressure 
cheeked periodically, 

4. Exercise regularly, but first 
ask your doctor to tell you what 
exercises are beneficial for you. 

5, See your doctor regularly so 
he can detect the onset of other 
conditions which can increase 
your risk of heart attack.
